Rejects Likud

war of attrition in the north, by 
questioning whether massive re- 
taliation would put an end to the 
daily incidents. 

Replying to an urgent Likud mo- 
tion for the agenda which was 
voted to the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee by 52 votes to 
one, Dayan said that Israel was not 
deploying all its strength to counter 
Syrian aggression, but noted that 
firmer retaliation might well lead to 
escalation. 

Even assuming that other Arab 
states did not join the fray, Dayan 
said, it was certain that the Saudi 
and Kuwaiti contingents already 
present at the front would get in- 
volved. 

It was an open question whether 
the Syrian front would calm down 
if Israel sent in its air force to 
bomb across the lines, Dayan de- 
clared, 

The Minister got involved in a 
long and complicated argument with 
the Likud benches about their pub- 
lished plan for disengagement with 
Syria. 

Likud spokesman Haim Landau 
said, when he presented his motion, 
that shooting incidents in the north 
were daily occurrences. Three sol- 
@iers had been killed and seven 
wounded in the month of March 
alone. 

Landau said the answer to the 
tension in the north was to hit the 
Syrians where it hurt. 


He charged that the Government's 


‘massive reply’ 


hesitancy and its feeble political 
line had encoureged the Syriana to 
launch their war of attrition and 
it unchecked. Talks about 
Separation of forces would certain-~ 
ly be accelerated, Landau believed, 
after the IDF carried out a massive 
retaliation. 

He repeated the Likud’s disen~ 
gegement proposals published after 
the mid-week faction caucus, and 
laid spectal emphasis on their con- 
dition of evacuating the entire Sy- 
rian Jewish community within the 
framework of disengagement and 
prisoner of war exchange. 

‘The sole objecting vote came 
from New Communist Avraham Le- 
venbraun who that the of- 
ficial Israeli view before last.

Post yesterday, 

He said that because of low pro- 
fitability, the breeders had grown 
only 12,000 tons during the past 
year, instead of the 15,000 that are 
needed to satisfy demand. If the 
price isn’t allowed to rise, the bree- 
ders may grow even fewer during 
the coming year, concentrating in- 
stead on breeding more silver carps, 
St. Peter fish (amnon), and grey 
mulets (bourje), whose price is not 
controlled. Most of the breeders have 
already switched over to these fish, 


at the expense of the carp, he noted. 
Marketing of carp, which had 
been suspended for two weeks: to 
build up stocks for Passover, is due 
to resume on Sunday, and they are 
to be sold at IL5.90 per kg. retail. 
Carp cost IL5 when the marketing 
‘was stopped in February, and IL3.50 
before the subsidies were cut. ὁ 
The breeders get only IL4.73 pér 
kg., and they have asked the Goy- 
ernment to approve a rise to be- 
tween 115.60 and IL5.80 per 
which would push the retail pri 
to about IL7.

The Nurses Association yesterday 
informed its members to divide the 
work day into four shifts instead 
of the customary three.

Mr. Zvi Sayag, a member of the 
Association secretariat, told The 
Post yesterday that the employers 
are not standing by the terms of 
the agreement and have merely of- 
fered a 15-minute reduction in work 
time and a one-time IL150 grant. 
Until now nurses have worked a 
45-hour week in winter and 40 
hours during the summer, he said. 

The “nurses demand a 36-hour 
work week the year-round, with any 
extra hours counted as overtime.

13 medals to Soviet 


Gives up citizenship 


MOSCOW (UPI). 
corated retired Soviet Jewish army 
officer, blocked in his efforts to emi- 
grate to Israel, yesterday renounced 
his citizenship and turned in his 
Medals to the Presidium of the Sup- 
reme Soviet (parliament). 

Naum M. , 36, a lieute- 
nant-colonel before he was stripped 
of his rank and pension six months 
after applying for emigration per- 
mission in August, 1971, said in an 
accompanying statement that it was 
a “disgrace” for him to remain a 
Soviet citizen. 

“I consider it also a disgrace for 
me to wear the orders and medals 
of your country, which does not 
have any respect for me, my people, 
or their state," Alshansky said, A 
copy of the statement was made 
available to Western newsmen. 

He turned in the medals and state- 
Ment at the reception room of the 
Presidium’s headquarters. 

Alshabsky, of Minsk, sald he was 
@ 26-year army veteran with four 
years at the front during World 
War IL Retired in 1962, he was 
awarded 13 decorations, including 
the Order of the Red Banner, second 
only to the Order of Lenin. 

Alshansky also made available a 
copy of a letter he wrote on Jan- 
vary 4 to Leonid Brezhnev, the 
Communist Party general secretary,

WASHINGTON (AP). — The special 
Watergate prosecutor's office has 
su ἃ additional documents 
from the White House, it was dis- 
closed yesterday. 

A spokesman for Specia3 Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski said the subpoena 
directed to President Nixon wag 
served on the White House last Fri- 
day. Deadline for compliance is Mon- 
dey. The spokesman declined to say 
what the subpoena demanded. 

Harler, James Ὁ. St. Clair, 
Nixon's chief Watergate lawyer, 
acknowledged in a television inter- 
view that a subpoena had been re- 
ceived from the special prosecutor. 

Jaworski disclosed on February 
14 in 8. letter to Sen. James O. East- 
land (D-Miss.), chairmam of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, that 
‘Nixon had refused to give him ma- 
terial he considered vital to his in- 
vestigation. 

Jaworski told HBastland that the 
material Nixon had refused to supply 
included 27 tapes sought’ for the in-

vestigation of the Watergate cover- 
up aa well ag evidence relating to 
investigations of contributions from 
the dairy industry and the activities 
of the so-called White House plum- 
bers unit.

‘The President has contended in

‘The subpoena issued on Friday was 
the first directed at the President by 
the special prosecutor's office since 
last July when former Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox subpoenaed 
tapes of nine presidential conversa- 
tions. 

Nixon refused to comply with the 
Cox subpoena and the prosecutor 
initiated a court battle which ended 
only after Cox was fired under 
Nixon's order. Nixon subsequently 
voluntarily turned over the tapes to 
the court. 


Nixon’s rating 
hits all-time low 


PRINCETON, New Jersey (AP). 


ith — President Nixon's popularity has 


dropped to an all-time low, with 
only 25 per cent approving of the 
way he's doing his job, according to 
the latest Gallup poll 

‘The poll indicated that 64 per 
cent of the public disapprove of 
the way he is handling his duties 
as president. Eleven per cent were 
undecided. 

According to Gallup, Nixon's lat- 
est approval rating wad only two per 
cent higher than the lowest rating 
given to any president since the 
surveys were initiated during the 
second term of President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. That rating — 23 per 
cent — went to President Harry 8. 
Truman in November 1951, shortly 
after 8 breakdown in truce talks 
during the Korean war.

— The pace 
of inflation in the U.S. quickened 
in February with food and fuel 
prices pushing the cost of living up 
1.3 per cent, the second biggest 
monthly jump since 1951, the Gov- 
ermment said yesterday. 

The Labour Department said last 
month's rise sent up consumer prices 
10 per cent higher than a year ago 
and marked the first time since 
1948 that the U.S. experienced 
double figure inflation. 

Nearly half the February increase 
was attributed to higher food prices. 
Petrol and other energy items were 
responsible for about a fifth of last 
month's increase in prices, 


North Korea

TOKYO (UPI). — North Korea 
yesterday claimed to be the first 
country in the world to abolish 
direct taxation of its people. 

The official KCNA News Agen- 
cy said abolition of the last exist- 
ing taxes was announced by 
Vice-Premier Li Gun-mo at 2 
meeting of the Supreme People's 
Assembly, and affected mostly 
urban people.

PROFESSOR Horace Meyer Kal- 
len, who passed away recently 
in West Palm Beach, Florida, oc- 
cupied a place in American and 
American-Jewish life which was 
unique in more ways than one. 
Among the recognized, foremost 
intellectuals in America, a noted 
disciple of William James and the 
pragmatic school of American phi- 
losophy, he achieved his own place 
as an exponent of cultural plural- 
ism, and moulded the of 
several. generations of American 
students.

“I have my personal loss to 
mourn, but I do not understand all 
those others who go around lament- 
ing ever since the Yom Kippur 
War. We never won a greater vic- 
tery, botch-up or no. We never won 
& more resounding military victory. 
I don’t see any other people able 
to struggle out of such depths and 
go onto such peaks as we did in 
this war, as our Army did after the 
first two days of fighting. We 
should be filled with pride, instead 
of which we're consumed by zelf- 
doubt. Well, I always thought the 
Jewish People needed two Messiahs: 
one to get the Jews out of the 
D and one to get the Dias- 
pora out of the Jews. 


“We have forgotten our past. We 
we'd become ‘a nation 
like all other nations.’ We haven't, 
We mustn't forget the great right 
that living in Eretz Yisrael has 
given us: the right not to die on 
our knees, not to be led into autos- 
da-fe or crematoria, but to stand 
on our feet and fight for our lives.

where we've got to. There are over 
three million of us here today. 
That's the reality, not the botch-up. 
The Agranat Commission will take 
care of that, and the guilty will 
be punished, but we should remem- 
ber where we started and how far 
we have come. 

“I remember when Moshe Sharett 
was arrested by the British in 1946 
and taken to the prison at Latrun. 
We were in the middle of our fight 
against the British, and there were 
only 600,000 of us in this country. 

“At the time of his arrest, Sha- 
rett was telling me about his fa- 
ther, Ya'acov Shertok, who had 
come here with the Bilu: My fa- 
ther would never have dreamed that 
a day would come when there'd 
be 600,000 Jews in Eretz Yisrael,’ 
said Sharett. Now we are over 
three million, and why shouldn't 
we be a bit awed at our achieve- 
ment, instead of wallowing in self- 
pity and black despair? 

“You know where I found my 
answer to the question of ‘Who is 
a Jew?’ At Latrun. The British 
were interrogating me and I re- 
fused to talk — not because I knew 
all that much, but because I just 
didn't want to tell them the little 
I did know. That's the way we 
were educated. I told my British in- 
terrogator: ‘I am a Jew, I was 
born here, and that’s why this coun- 
try is mine.’ They smashed a rifle- 
butt across my head. That was

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8. generation younger than Rabbi 
Kahn, explains how the majority of 
the Liturgy Committee justified their 
vote to restore the Ten Plagues to 
the Reform seder. - 

To accommodate Rabbi Kahn and 
the nay-sayers, the new haggadah 
allows the celebrants the option of 
skipping the Plagues section, The 
section opens with the Talmudic 
story of how God upbraided the 
Angels for singing praises while 
“My creatures are perishing.” And 
it continues: 5 

Though we descend from those re- 

‘ deemed from brutal Egypt, and 

have ourselves rejoiced to sce op- 

pressors overcome, yet our tri- 
umph is diminished by the 

Slaughter of the foe as the 

wine within the cup is lessened 

when we pour ten drops for the 
plagues upon Egupt. 

Rabbi Bronstein sought to restore, 
too, the dramatic citation from 
Psalms 79 {also Jeremiah 10), “Pour 
out Thy wrath upon the heathen 
that have not known Thee, and upon 
the kingdoms that have not called 
upon Thy name,” recited with El- 
jah's cup filled and the door open- 
ed. But on this the majority went 
against him. The mainstrem of Re- 
form thinking had obviously not yet 
moved that far from the untversal- 
ism of the movement's founders. 

As a sort of compromise, the 
Liturgy Committee decided to in- 
clude the latter part of the Psalms 
“For they have devoured 
Jacob, laid waste to his habita- 
tion.” And elsewhere in the hag- 
gadah there is a poem by Shionsky 
'translated by Rabbi Eronstein, in 
which the poet vows “to remember 
it all, to remember, not once to 
forget! Forget not one thing...” of 
the experience of the Holocaust. 
THE LITURGY COMMITTEE, which 
invested years of care apd study 
jin the new haggadah, vividly illus- 
trated the general trend within the 
Reform Movement. The younger 


ἢ rabbis, led by Bronstein himself, 


‘strove to guide the committee to- 
wards the traditional format of the 
haggadah, and to the Biblical pas- 
sages and Mishnaic texts which the 
previous Reform haggadah, published 
in 1923, had often dispensed with. 
It was not a return to Orthodoxy, 
Rabbi Bronstein stresses, but rather 
@ return to the haggadah's original 
content, which Orthodoxy had, by

and large, preserved — but also 
sometimes misinterpreted or misun- 
derstood. 

Proudly he points out that all 
Save one of the authentic Tannaitic 
passages contained in the tradition- 
al hagzgadah are to be found in the 
new Reform haggadah. (The pas- 
sage omitted tells how the rabbis 
of the Mishna, with playful — but, 
in Reform eyes, cruel — arithmetic 
exegesis, heaped more and more 
plagues upon the heads of the re- 
ealcitrant Egyptians.) He had 
stressed from the outset, he recalls, 
that he saw his task as ἃ return 
to the sources... and not a pa'tch- 
work re-editing of the previous Re- 
form haggadah. 


THE COMMITTEER’S WORK certain- 
ly highlighted the “generation gap" 
within the Movement, Rabbi Kahn 
. His own generation of rab- 

bis, he says (he is the long-time 
rabbi of a large congregation in 
Houston, Texas), were either rebels 
against their Orthodox home back- 
grounds or else had themselves 
been reared in the pristine uni- 
versalism of the early Reform move- 
ment. tee oS 
American reform rabbis in 
the middle and late nineteenth cen- 
tury truly believed that millions of 
Americans would convert to Re- 
form Judaism, Rabbi Kahn recalls. 
Hence the legend over the impos- 
ing portals of so many of the 
stately Reform temples, the “cathed- 
ral synagogues," as they were call- 
ed: "For my House shall be called

@ house of prayer for all peoples.” 

There was the barest minimum of 
Hebrew in the service. Traditional 
customs were extirpated as “orient- 
alism.” The idiom of the Movement 
was Christian. The aim was to at- 
tain a “denominational” attitude to 
the faith: one was not “a Jew” but 
rather a person --- an American — 
of the Hebrew faith who attended 
his temple just as Protestant or 
Baptist or Methodist neighbour at- 
tended his church. 

Rabbi Kahn ascribes the great, 
ongoing change which has come 
about in this generation to "a wil- 
lingness to be different.” The Holo- 
caust and the creation of Israel 
brought about the change, he be- 
lieves. The new generation of Re- 
form Jew vo longer seeks protection 
from the anxiety of “whether the 
goys are watching,” says Rabbi 
Kahn. “The return to tradition in 
liturgy and in faith {s part and 
parcel of this process,” he adds. 

The transition, though not sudden 
or revolutionary, has left many 
older Reform gants —- and 
some of their rabbis, too — feeling 


-uncomfortably stripped of the ‘pre-- 


vious anu-traditional customs and 
rituals which have acquired an emo- 
tonal and intellectual content — a 
tradition, in fact — of their own. 

As President of the CCAR, Rab- 
bi Kahn has had to face rabbis of 
the old school who complain of the 
direction and the pace of the new 
trend in the rabbinate. 

He himself, appreciating the his- 
torical and sociological causes of the 
| trend back to tradition and reli- 

Zious authenticity, accepts it phi- 
losophically and seeks, with many 
cther perceptive rabbis of his gene- 
ration, to adapt himself and his 
synagogue, slowly and gradually.

Be has guided his community in 
Houston, he says, towards a mid- 
@le-of-the-road position, introduc- 
ing more Hebrew and more tradi- 
tion into the services, but always 
trying not to disturb long-time con- 
gregants who are used to the mores 
of classical Reform. Nevertheless, 
Zome of his older members feel 
alienated. “Where shall I worship, 
Rabbi, if this goes ont" one of his 
stalwart followers challenged him. 


THE LITURGY COMMITTEE has 
also produced a new prayer book, 


* edited by Rabbi Chaim Stern, called 


“Gates of Prayer,” which is to be 
published shortly. The prayer book 
too reflects the trend towards tra- 
ditton by, for instance, the reintro- 
duction of the kaddish at the end 
of each part of the service (only 
the mourner’s kaddish was retained 
by the current Reform prayer book). 

The prayer book gives the indi- 
vidual rabbi and community a great 
deal of leeway in choice of pas- 
sages and material, Rabbi Kahn 
stresses, It preserves intact, too, the

The new stress in Reform on au- 
thentic tradition goes beyond liturgy, 
extending into the practice of reli- 


gion. 

NOWHERE IS THIS better illus- 
trated than in the “halachic” intro- 
duction to the new haggadah (call- 
ed “Preparing for the Seder") which 
was written by another leading 
young Reform rabbi, W. Gunther 
Plaut. He recommends a thorough 
“spring cleaning” of the home. 
“This, along with the different food 
dishes and utensils that should be 
set aside and used onJy during Pass- 
over, will recall the special sanc- 
tity of the time...” 

He lists the various types of ha- 
metz and adds: “It is suggested 
that the family make a common de- 
cision as to what practice they will 
adhere to in their home. The ha- 
metz can be stored in an out-of- 
the-way place during the week.” 

Under “Food during the Passover 
week” he writes: “Minimal obser- 
vance would consist of not eating 
bread either at home or elsewhere. 
More religious observance would 
consist of not eating any Aametz. 
For junch, it may be convenient 
to bring food to work or school.” 

All this would have been quite 
out of place in’ a Reform publica- 
tion only: ten -or-fifteen years azo. ° 

Says Rabbi Bronstein: “I am con- 
vinced that we will become hala- 
chically oriented.” = 

What, then, will set the Reform 
Movement apart from other streams 
in Jewry “Reform,” saya Rabbi 
Bronstein, “accepts halacha ag an 
ongoing process of continuous re- 
velation.” 

Rabbi Kahn comments laconically 
that he cannot remember the last 
time he had a revelation. He pre- 
fers this definition: “Reform recog- 
nizes the right of a Jew or of a 
Jewish organization to select those 
mitzvot which they consider uplift- 
ing and inspiring.”

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Jaffa orange exports ending; 


shortfall of 15% likely 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Export of Jaffa oran- 
ges is drawing to a close, and 
the shipment of Valencias has 
started. So far a total of about 
33 million crates of citrus fruit 
have been shipped, and another 
12 to 13 million are due to be 
exported before the season ends 
around the middle of May. 

Y. Paldl, of the Citrus Marketin; 
Board, told The Post yesterday that 
the total will be somewhat higher 
than last year’s 42 million crates, 
when the season was unusually bad, 
but short of the forecasts of 53 
million crates. He said the short- 
fall had resulted from the disrup- 
tlons caused by the war and by 
the January floods, when fruit pick- 
ing and export was suspended for 
three weeks, 

The 40 Dutch drivers who arrived 
in November to help transport the 
fruit to the ports have already re- 
turned home with thelr trucks. The 
13 French drivera who arrived later 
are also going back. 

The 33 German drivers who ar- 
rived in February on a three months 
contract no longer have enough work 


to keep them fully employed, The 
Post learns. They are now working 
at only about 50 to 60 per cent of 
capacity, and some have been di- 
verted from transporting citrus 
fruit, for which they were brought, 
and are taking long haul cargoes 
to and from Eilat. 

Their contract runs untill April 
22, and The Post learned that the 


8 Board is now considering whether 


to pay them compensation and send 
them ome. The Board pays 
1L1,600 a day for-the trucks, and 
also pays for the fuel. If the con- 
tract is terminated early, the 
CMB will have to pay compensation 
at the rate of ILi,600 a day. 

The trucking shortage, which 
Prompted the invitation of the for- 
eign drivers and their trucks, is 
now past. Drivers and their trucks 
are being released from reserve duty, 
and the country’s fleet has been 
augmented by 2,500 new trucks 
purchased abroad. by the Transport 
Ministry immediately after the war. 

As imports have also dropped off 
by about 25 per cent, and building 
activities have not returned to the 
full pre-war level, the trucking in- 


dustry faces widespread unemploy- 
ment when citrus exports are com- 
pleted. 

Meanwhile, citrus growers have 
asked for an immediate government 
grant of TL140m. to enable them 
to start their spring and summer 
work on their groves. Zvi Kenan, 
Director General of Pardes Syndi- 
cate of citrus growers, explained 
that the farmers lost an estimated 
1L60m. because of the war. Higher 
operating costs are estimated at 
TL80m.

Paris. air disaster highlights 
maze of compensation rules 


LONDON Reuter). ~- The world's 
worst air disaster, at Paris on March 
3, has brought to light a tangle of 
anomalies in the rules governing 
erash compensation. 

Depending on what route he flies, 
the world traveller may be indem- 
nifled for anything from £3,500 to 
$75,000. 

And the Paris disaster that killed 
346 people, 334 of them passengers, 
in a Turkish Airlines DC-10 showed 
that even people on the same air- 
craft may be subject to different 
compensation. 

The Basic accord governing air 
crash compensation is the 1929 War- 
saw convention. This set an airline's 
maximum liability per passenger ‘in 
the early days of air travel at around 
43.600. Ὁ 

The 1955 Hague protocol doubled 
this figure, On top of this came the 
Montreal agreement of 1966 which 
set a Ilmit of $50,000 — or $75,000 
including legal costs: — on 
journeys to or from the U.S. 

Down the years, the Warsaw Con- 
vention bas been signed by 120 
countries, the Hague ptotocol by 88. 
Virtually any airline flying to the 
U.S, must subscribe to the Montreal 
agreement. 


The Warsaw and Hague accords 
apply only to fights between two 
signatory countries, 

In the case of the DC-10, some 
confusion arose because Turkey is 
not a signatory of either accord, 
although Turkish alrlines does 


undertake to abide by thelr pro- 
visions. 

The DC-10 was fiying from Istan- 
bul to London with @ stop at Paris, 
And at Paris, just before the fatal 
takeoff, the aircraft filled up with 
passengers heading for London. 

Some had been travelling from 
departure ints as far apart as 
Japan, ‘South America and Spain. 
Some were travelling just from Paris 
and had been diverted from a 
British Airways flight because of a 
ground staff strike at London air- 
port. 

The Hability limit is governed by 
the departure point and destination 
of the individual passenger, not by 
the route of the plane. 

‘Thus some of the passengers could 
be subject to the Warsaw limits and 
some to the Hague protocal figure. 
Becavse British Airways applied the 
Montreal agreement to its European 
network, the passengers it diverted 
to the DC-10 could be worth up to 


8nY $75,000 in compensation. 


Yet another international conven- 
tion fixing liability at $100,000 was 
devised at Guatemala three years 
ago but too few countries signed to 
make it valid. 

Mrs. Frances Hope, widow of a 
British journalist killed in the crash, 
‘was hoping to cut through the maze 
of regulations with the $54m. damage 
suit she has lodged in Los Angeles 
against McDonnell-Douglas, makers 
of the DC-10. 

‘The action is on behalf of relatives 
of all the crash victims, and by suing 


the manufacturer direct, Mrs, Hope 
was seeking to circumvent the 
liability limits which the Warsaw 
and Hague deals prescribed for air- 
lines.

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AN EGYPTIAN FEELER 


QURPRISE has been caused by 

the apparently circumstan- 
tial report in the Cairo mass- 
circulation newspaper “‘Akhbar - 
al Yom” that Israel had agreed 
on principle to a total withdraw- 
al from Sinai, even including 
Sharm e-Sheikh, by the end of 
the current calendar year. The 
agreement had been communi- 
cated by Foreign Minister Bhan 
to Dr. Kissinger in Washington, 
the paper wrote.

Israel was prepared to with- 
draw from all of Sinai in 1967, 
in the early weeks and months 
after the Six Day War, in ex- 
change for a peace treaty.

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WINGATE: PROPHET WITH GUN

RDE Charles Wingate, who died 
in Burma 30 years ago today, 
became a legend in his lifetime, at 
least in this country. More than any 
other one man, he left his stamp 
on Israel's military leadership. 

Born in india on February 26, 
1903, into a family steeped in mili- 
‘tary and puritan Christian traditlon— 
both his parents belonged to the 
Plymouth Brethren—Wingate grew 
up devout, intelligent and, resolute. 
His youthful years were decisively 
influenced by his mother’s power- 
ful personality, his own personal 
firm belief in Holy Writ and the 
Spartan upbringing of his father, 
Colonel Wingate, who instilled in 
him an iron will-power. 

At the age of 21, Lieut, Wingate 
came—like so many other English- 
men—-under the spell of the Orient. 
Although the Bible was the foun- 
tainhead of his personality he was 


‘influenced by the romantic enthusi- 


asm of the time for ell things con- 
nected with the Arabs. He learned 
Arabic and was some years later 
transferred to service in the Sudan. 
There he found the fulfilment of his 
youthful dreams, gained an insight 
into the history of Egypt and be- 
came acquainted with the mentality 
of its population. 

Alone, on strenuous marches 
along the Nile, Wingate met the 
challeages, perils and the beauties 
of the desert. With a rifle on his 
shoulder, a Bible in his pocket, he 
trekked through jungle and desert, 
putting to test both his physical en- 
durance and his will-power. 

He returned to England on home 
leave in 1934. Two yeara later, ac- 
companied by his young and beauti- 
ful bride Lorna, he arrived at his 
new post at British Army HQ in 
Jerusalem. 

These were the years of the Arab 
disturbances. Aware of the looming 
clouds of world war, the British 
msde 2 far-reaching re-evaluation 
οἵ Middle East oil reserves and the 
importance too of having the good- 
will of 47 million Moslems. They 
began to appease the Arabs at the 
expense of the Jews. 

But the sympathy of the Arabs 
lay with the Third Reich and Italy. 
Nazi agents in Jerusalem, Cairo and 


|} Beirut began to prepare the ground 


for an uprising against the Allied 
powers. A wave of terrorist activ- 
ities, directed against both the Brit- 
ish authorities and the Jewish popu- 
lation, swept through Palestine. 
Arab bands began to threaten the 
oil pipeline from Kirkuk and Mosul 
to Haifa, so vital for the fuel sup- 
plies of the British Army and Navy. 

Isolated Jewish settlements were 
attacked. Traffic on the Tel Aviv- 
Jerusalem road and other important 
highways was in constant danger of 
ambush, Public transport moved in 
convoy, protected by armoured 
Police cars. 

Slow moving army units, com- 
manded to a large extent by the 
inexperienced officers of & peace- 
time army, were useless for ‘tom- 
bating Arab terrorism. And #0 it 
was that young Captain Wingate, 
who had served for five years in 
the Sudan, understood Arab- 
style warfare and was well-acquain-~ 
ted with Arab customs, came to the 
attention of the Middle Hast HQ. A 
short tlme later, he was given com- 
mand of a special unit, trained and 
equipped for a specific purpose, 


Non-conformist 


Wingate had not had an easy time 
in Jerusalem until then. His non- 
conformist attitudes and argumen- 
tative neture were not appreciated 
by his fellow-officers, and they tend- 
ed to avoid him. As a result, he 
developed an unorthodox approach 
to military affairs, refused to toler- 
ate class distinction as a substitute 
for professional ability and was 
looked upon as a lone wolf, an out 
sider who showed no proper respect 
for the military hierarchy. 

Meanwhile, as a remit ple 
growing pressure upon 
Jewish population, then numbering 
about 500,000, the Jewish Agency 
began its own preparations and or- 
ganized active resistance to the 
Arab terror on several fronts. At the 
same time, with the generous finan- 
clal help of world Jewry, immi- 
grants were being brought into the 
country by every conceivable 
means, thus circumventing and 
breaking the British blockade. Sim- 
ultaneously new settlements were 
being established, Arms were 
bought abroad and smuggled into 
the country in order to fortify the 
isolated outposts against the ever

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cosy 45 sqm. box. 

‘With the spiralling rise in hous- 
ing costs, the expense of moving to 
a larger flat with resulting lawyer's 
fees, registration dues and improve- 
ment tax on illusory capital pro- 
fite, few young couples already bur- 
dened with loans and mortgages and 
the cost of bringing up one or two 
children in crowded quarters will 
dare to move to roomier homes to 
enlarge their families. 

On the other hand, uncounted 
millions are being expended on the 
elusive chase after increased immi- 
gration. Why not spend a part of 
the moneys allocated to immigration 
from abroad on the more tangible 
prospects of encouraging internal 
aliya. Flats of about 85 sq.m. with 
long-term mortgages should be pro- 
vided to young couples: at the birth 
of each additional child, the remain- 
ing mortgage should be reduced 
according to a sliding scale. I am 
sure ‘that our population figures 
would rise appreciably at no ad- 
ditional public cost.

to organise officially approved Jew- 
ish defence units, os Wingate and 
his friends wanted, But the Arabs 
eventually over-played their hand. 
When they began to blow ace 
Pipe-line bringing oil from 
the refineries in Haifa, the British 
had to bow to practical considera- 
tions in order to protect their vital 
interests, 

The useless tactics of the regu- 
lar army were abandoned and Win- 
gate was entrusted with the task of 
organising a special mixed unit of 
Jews and British soldiers, Known 
as the “Special Night Squad,” the 
unit served several purposes. For 
the British it was a reply to the 
Arab threat to the ofl pipe-line 
and helped to curb terrorist iu- 
filtration from Jordan and Syria. 
For Wingate it was an instrument 
to try owt his bold and novel tac- 
ties — night attack and surprise. 
For the Jewish population, the 
SNS meant that for the first time 
8 Jewish force wos able to take an 
active part in fighting Arab terror- 
iam without fear of arrest. υ 


Wingate's tactics of preventing - 


attack by attacking the enemy first, 
mostly by night, of mobility and 
swift and selective action became 
an integral part of the training 
programme of the Hagana. It con- 
tributed to producing first-rate com- 
manders for the Israeli Army which 
wos to be set up ten years later 
and was the basic concept on which 
Zaha) built its reputation. 


The presence of the SNS soon 
made itself felt, particularly in 
Upper and Lower Galilee.
